THE C R « E P O R T . 


The Department of Agriculture For- 
nishes its Statistical Report 
for October. 


WASHINQTON, Oct. 10.—The statistical 
report of the department of agricultural 
makes an increase of only a half of one 
per cent, in the condition of corn. 
The 
average of the seven surplus states is 64.9 
instead of 64.2 in September. 
This is a 
lower condition than has ever been re- 
ported, except in 81, when the average 
was nearly seven points lower and the 
average yield was 18.6 bushels. 
The 
indications are for a yield of a small 
fraction over 20 bushels per acre. 


The test of threshing has not mater- 
ially enlarged the average rate of the 
wheat yield, which appears to be about 
11.8 bushels, or two-fifths of a bushel 
less than last year. 
The increase of 
acreage, which is large in JDakota, will 
make a partial compensation and bring 
the product nearly or quite up to 460,- 
000,000 bushels. 
The yield of oats is 
slightly below an average, or 25 bushels 
per acre. 


The product is fully 600,000,000 bush- 
els. The barley yield is nearly 20 per 
cent less than a medium yield, or about 
20 bushels per acre. 
The yield of rye is 
11.5 bushels per acre, and the product 
is about 24,000,000 bushels. 


There has been a drop in the condi- 
tion of buckwheat from 89 to nearly 77. 
The condition of potatoes declined from 
67,3 to 61.5, partly from the appearance 
of rot in the Atlantic states. 
The con- 
dition of cotton has further declined and 
the general average has been reduced 
from 82.8 to 76.5. 
The condition of to- 
bacco averages 75.5 against 70.8,

Shrek, a farmer living three miles north 
of town, yesterday shot and killed his 
wife. While going out of the house 
with his gun to shoot a bird the hammer 
caught on the door frame and the gun 
was diacharged accidentally. 


•«WHO KILLED JOHN JONES?" 


Rev. D. C. Woolpert Discourses Upon 
the Subject and Handles the 
Temperance 
Questloa 
Without Glomes. 


The sermon delivered yesterday morn- 
ing at the Berry street M. E. church by 
the Rev. D. C. Woolpert, upon the 
theme, "Who Killed John Jones?" drew 
to that place of worship a large and in- 
terested audience. 


The reverend gentleman had been 
criticised by the morning Journal for 
having announced that he would speak 
from this subject, and in commencing 
his discourse he <illuded to this. 


To justify himself in having made the 
announcement, be read from the pulpit 
the accounts of the tragedy as given by 
THB SENTINEIJ on Wednesday evening 
and the Gazette and Journal on Thurs- 
day morning. 
"In all of these ac- 
counts," 
he 
said, 
"it 
was stated 
that 
the 
man 
was 
under 
the 
influence of li quor and if I was prema- 
ture in drawing the conclusion i'ixe Jour- 
nal must bear its share of the blame." 
He then said that the suicide's own wife 
had stated that her husband was intoxi- 
cated at the time of the deed, and from 
investicrations which he had made he 
was satisfied that such was the case. 


With this introduction, Mr. Woolpert 
then proceeded to lay the cause of the 
suicide's death at the doorway of the 
rum seller, and followed with one of the 
most forcible and eloquent temperance 
addresses that has been delivered from a 
pulpit in this city for a long time. 
He 
attacked the rum seller in vigorous 
terms and 
without gloves, 
severely 
criticised 
the 
municipal 
authorities 
for allowing them to carry on their 
business with such a high hand and in 
open violation of the law, and paid his 
respects to the landlord, who would rent 
his property for any such purpose. 
He 
drew vivid pictures of the ruined homes 
and blasted lives caused by the work of 
whiskv and wove into his discourse a 
few affecting incidents that bronght tears 
to the eyes of a number in his audience. 


Mr. Woolpert appears to be taking 
the temperance question by the horns. 
He handles it in a bold and fearless 
manner and there are few speakers, even 
those in the lecture field, who can speak 
more forcibly and eloquently upon it 
than he did in his sermon yesterday 
morning.

and was not vexed with social aspira- 
tions or unsatisfying personal ambi- 
tions. 
In an evil moment, however, 
Mr. Brice joined a "syndicate;" the 
syndicate built the Nickel-Plate Rail- 
road, and the Nickel-Plate was sold to 
Vanderbilt at a price that made all the 
syndicaters millionaires.

SECBBTABY WHITNEY, who was pres- 
ent at the experiment made by Lieut. 
Zalinski with his dynamite air-gun, has 
expressed his opinion that the new 
weapon, so far as the experiment went, 
was a success, and claims that it has 
demonstrated dynamite in destructive 
quantities can be lodged a mile and a 
quarter off with considerable accuracy ; 
and, more than this, that it is a matter 
of detail merely to increase the range 
of the gun and the quantity of the 
explosive so as to render it capable of 
destroying the strongest ironclads. All 
reports of the experiment seem to in- 
dicate that the dynamite gun, the shell 
propelled by compressed air or tired 
by 
slow-burning powder 
by Lieut. 
Graydoff's method, is destined to revo- 
lutionize the existing system of de- 
fensive warfare, if not of ofl'ensive. 
The first shot of the air-gun, with a 
charge of only fifty pounds of dyna- 
mite, blew the wooden vessel which 
was the target into fragments ; and 
Lieut. Zalinski is confident he can 
fire GOO pounds if necessary. 
Less 
that this would destroy any iron or 
steel vessel. Armed with these terrors 
we could look with complacency at the 
approach even of the Trafalgàr, the last 
and most formidable of the I'nglish 
ironclads, with 
its 
101-ton 
guns. 
Hitherto the torpedo-boats have been 
the only enemies 
feared by 
these 
iron 
monsters, 
against which 
they 
have protected themselves with nettings 
to catch the projectiles. 
It has not yet 
been demonstrated that the netting 
would save them even from the tor- 
pedoes, as there has been no test made 
in actual conflict; but a 600-pound 
dynamite rocket fired by electricity 
would not be restrained by nettings, or, 
even if it were, would still get in its 
work, for no vessel yet constructed 
could withstand the shock of that ex- 
plosion. 
Its importance as an arm in 
naval warfare apparently has not been 
overestimated. It will make our shores 
impregnable against attack, and it in- 
dicates that the Trafalgars and Inflexi- 
bles have had their day.
